If this statement is sound, the class of 1940 should be outstanding. In fact, 
we may already legitimately lay some claim to that on past achievements. 


Actually our class has enjoyed the widest experience for learning and 
broadest opportunities for service of any group ever admitted to the School. 
Notice these excerpts from the superintendents’ report on Hospital activities 
for 1939. 


This is the 66th year of Hospital service and the 35th year since the three 
year course in Nursing was instituted saw 7,180 persons admitted to ward, room, 
(porch and aisle) beds. An increase of 5.7% over the year 1938. These 7,180 
persons received 82,035 days of Nursing care, an increase of 5.9% over 1938. In 
addition, 7,783 persons received 60,363 treatments in the clinics connected with 
the Out-Patient Department. 


Surely this volume of work insures adequate experience to develop profi- 
ciency in the care of the sick and especially so if supported by a good educa- 
tional foundation. The class of 1940 enjoyed the interesting experience of being 
in the School during the time when “The New Standard Curriculum” was intro- 
duced and adopted. About 1,200 hours class room work and Ward Teaching 
equivalent to 3 hours weekly helped to interpret and give meaning to the vast 
clinical experience referred to above. 


Through the 48 hour week our class gained some additional hours of study 
over those who were prepared under the 56 hour system. 


Then too, we were privileged to emphasize the social aspects of Nursing 
through a closer annual correlation of Lectures on Sociology to the observation 
of conditions in homes and the community through the courtesy of teachers actually 
engaged in Public Health Nursing. 


Extra Curricular activities sometimes enjoyed, sometimes endured, helped to 
create an appreciation of books, music and play in Nursing. We enjoyed the 
opportunity to attend the Harrisburg Symphony Concerts planned for students 
at especially low rates. At any rate this class helped materially in setting the 
pace in developing individual responsibility for growth, which succeeding classes 
will do well to imitate. While it is true we didn’t always get the lively co-opera- 
tion desired in the Extra Curricular Field, a study of the monthly reports will show 
fairly consistent activity. Through this medium we want to thank all those 
people, and especially the class advisers and those speakers who so generously 
contributed to the extra curricular activities. 


The class of 1940 will be the first to send their President as a delegate to the 
Biennial Convention of the three great National Nursing Organizations in Phila- 
delphia during May 1940. 


Modesty prevents us from going on in this fashion to, paraphrase Materlinck’s 
Blue Bird of Happiness, where the dead are never wholly dead so long as they 
live in the hearts of the living, we shall expect you to remember the class of 
1940 by the quality of what we continue to contribute in Professional Nursing 


Service during the coming years.

Twenty-one thousand five hundred public health nurses are at work in this country, giving bedside 
care to people in their homes, teaching mothers how to look after their families, safeguarding the health 
of children in schools and workers in industry, aiding doctors with communicable disease and accident 
control programs, and helping prospective mothers and fathers bring their babies safely into the world. 





The National Health Program now before Congress for consideration, will open up many additional 
opportunities to public health nurses. New positions have been and are being created in federal nursing 
services, and also in the various states, as state departments of health are able to formulate acceptable public 
health programs. To make sure that the programs will be carried out by qualified nurses, the Federal 
Government has set aside funds, to be administered by state departments of health, which provide stipends 
for nurses, enabling them to attend a college or university in order to pursue public health nursing courses 
for a semester or a year, which will prove helpful to them in the daily performance of their jobs. Much ground 
needs to be tilled in the field of public health. Approximately 15,000 mothers die each year in childbirth, 
yet “half of them could be saved by the provision of good care from the beginning of pregnancy until 
six months after the baby is born.” One hundred and forty thousand lives a year are lost because of 
cancer. Many of them could be saved, if victims understood the symptoms and started medical treatment 
early. These are but a few of the problems which city, county and state health units as well as private 
agencies are attacking. In all of them, the public health nurse plays an important part as finder, friend 
and teacher. Her greatest functions are to teach individuals and families how to promote health and pre- 
vent disease; to use community resources and to develop community relationships so that patients and fami- 
lies may use available facilities and be helped to live healthier, happier lives. 


Many different kinds of agencies and organizations employ public health nurses. Some services are 
state, county, or city controlled, and may be conducted by the department of health or education. Indus- 
tries employ public health nurses to give first aid, and to help reduce the incidence of disease and illness 
among workers. In many cities and counties, departments of health or education employ public health 
nurses to safeguard the health of school children. Their positions are strategic. The pupils represent the 
future nurses, teachers, doctors, school directors and other citizens and public servants. The concept of 
public health which these young people obtain is influenced by the impression they receive from the work 
and personality of the school nurse. That the work should be worth doing is certainly met by public health 
nursing. Indeed, this field of work could hardly be at a more interesting stage of its development, or one 
in which the best type of women is needed. The experimental stage is over, and a sufficient number of 
years have passed since the simple beginnings by the first district nurses produced results which have 
proved the vital need of such work the world over. On the other hand, public health nursing has not yet 
reached its maturity, and, as in all new enterprises, the worker has the stimulus of the enthusiasm and rapid 
growth common to all young life. No one need feel that in becoming a public health nurse she is joining 
an already sufficiently large army. Both recruits for the ranks and officers to command are still greatly 
needed. Visiting Nurse Associations with money in hand are waiting to secure properly trained nurses, 
while positions of large responsibilities are left for months unfilled because of the difficulty of obtaining the 
right women. Another thing of interest to the nurse is in respect to the healthfulness of the life and the 
happiness of the nurse in it. Home visiting is implied, which means outdoor life, and practically nowhere 
is night work required. It is hard work and no account can be taken of heat or cold, wind or storm. For 
the nurse with physical weak points other work would probably be better. As a rule Sunday duty where 
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a number of nurses are employed, is only taken in rotation by the general nurses, and for the nurse working 
alone, one additional half day is given a week and it is almost universal for public health nurses to 
receive one month's vacation with pay. It is most difficult to strictly regulate the daily hours of work, 
because of its fluctuating character, but there is a growing feeling that not more than eight hours should 
be required. A seven and one-half to eight hour day is customary, with an increasing tendency to arrange 
a forty hour week. A month's vacation is given with pay for each year of service. A peroid of two week's 
sick leave annually with pay is usually allowed. Whether the life of a public health nurse is a happy one 
must be to every individual woman a personal question. Unless the work itself brings happiness she had 
far better turn to something else, for otherwise the sordidness and misery among which many hours of each 
day must be spent will prove hopelessly depressing. It is not often that the work is not enjoyed by the 
nurse who has chosen it. Affection and gratitude flow forth so freely from patients, there is so much room 
for individuality of thought and method, there is so little of monotony and so much of variety and above all, 
tangible results are so plainly seen, that for the right nurse the life is full of absorbing interest. Nor do 
the hours of work form the whole of the nurse's life for she has the opportunity to develop other sides of 
her nature. The shorter working hours, and the assured freedom of her evenings and Sundays, make pos- 
sible the taking up of other interests and pursuits. The broadening effects of these outside interests are 
quickly reflected in the nurse’s character, and do much to prevent, or relieve, the tear and wear on the 
nervous system produced by a single mode of thought and occupation. 


In 1916 salaries for the staff nurses ran from sixty to eighty-five dollars a month with a few higher, 
a rising scale being adopted by many associations by which an increase is made automatically each year 
of the nurse’s stay, the maximum being reached in two or three years. Now salaries vary with the locality, 
preparation of the nurse, and type of employing agency. The average salary paid in 1937 was $1,500. 
Executive salaries range from $1,800 in small agencies to $6,000 in the largest. Living expenses are not 
included but as a rule uniforms are furnished. The public health nurse is apt to lose very little time. Her 
night's rest fits her for her day’s work, her free afternoons and Sundays for her week's work and her 
month's vacation for her year’s work. Taken over a period of ten to twelve years, there is less difference 
between the total receipts of the public health nurse and those of the private nurse than might have 
been expected, and if there is a difference in that most important financial asset, physical health, it is 
likely to be to the advantage of the public health nurse. Moreover, experience in most instances increase 
her earning capacity, and this, for some reason, is not usually the case with the private nurse. On the whole 
for the average good nurse capable of successful work anywhere, the public health field is perhaps the 
least well paid of the three branches of nursing. On the other hand, a steady and assured income may 
be relied upon, and positions are plentiful. The tendency is toward greater remuneration, as the standard 
of efficiency is raised. In preparing the nurse for public health nursing we look to schools of nursing to 
produce a professional person equipped with the fundamentals of good nursing, on which foundation 
advanced preparation for any specialized branch of Nursing can be built. It is through faculty and staff 
that the student learns how to become a nurse in sickness and in health by continually putting into prac- 
tice under expert supervision what is being learned in the classroom. The following suggestions are 
made in the preparation of nurses who may become health nurses: 


l. The student should have a well rounded basic preparation aside from student affiliation. 
2. Public health nursing agencies may co-operate in assisting the faculties of schools of nursing. 


3. Student affiliation should be offered only by public health nursing agencies which are equipped 
through staff, service, and budget—either from within the agency or through the school of nursing—to 
offer an educational program meeting the needs of the student. 
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4. Student affiliation should be offered only to schools of nursing which are developing a total 
curriculum guide. 





5. In some areas, schools of nursing may be ready, while public health nursing agencies are not. 
Assistance could be given these schools by offering vocational guidance to those seniors who are con- 
sidering entering public health nursing. 


The five year period 1930-1935 has been marked by certain developments and trends of significance 
to public health nursing education. Foremost among these has been an increasing appreciation on the 
part of employers of the need for well prepared public health nurses. Not only are employers demanding 
that their nurses have special preparation in public health nursing, but more emphasis is also being placed 
on higher educational qualifications, including work on a college level, and on desirable personal quali- 
fications. 


Of great significance are the changes that are taking place in the objectives in the basic education 
of the nurse in the undergraduate school of nursing. Increasing emphasis is being placed in the curricu- 
lum on the social and health aspects of nursing. As an inherent part of the preparation of all nurses, 
whether they enter the field of private duty, institutional nursing or public health. Qualified public health 
nurses are being added to the faculties of schools of nursing to assist in incorporating the health approach 
throughout the entire curriculum. In those communities where there is a well organized public health 
nursing service, the experience in the health aspects of nursing is rounded out and completed by an 
affiliation with the public health nursing service. 


On the basis of these and other significant trends, the entire curriculum for schools of nursing is 
being revised and reorganized through group effort on a nation-wide scale. As a result of this under- 
taking there should be within the next few years a more highly qualified group of young graduate nurses 
entering the public health nursing field. For these nurses it should be possible to shorten the usual intro- 
ductory period on a public health nursing staff. 


In response to this demand and in keeping with the nation-wide trend towards better preparation 
of all nurses, the Education Committee of the N.O.P.H.N. presents these higher qualifications for those 
appointed to public health nursing positions, with the expectations that they can be generally met by 
1940. While these qualifications apply specifically to new appointments to positions, the importance of 
additional preparation for those already appointed should not be minimized. 


STAFF POSITIONS 
A. For the nurse working on a staff of an official or private agency under a nurse supervisor. 


PREPARATION 


1. General education—High School, graduation or its educational equivalent as determined by state 
department of education. More advanced education on a college level is desirable. 


2. Professional preparation. 
(a) Fundamental nursing education. 
The following are essential: 
(1) Graduation from an accredited school of nursing connected with a hospital having a daily 
average of 100 patients, or a minimum of 50 patients with one or more affiliations afford- 
ing supplementary preparation. 
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(2) Basic preparation in the care of men, women and children, together with a carefully 
guided program of clinical and theory practice in medical, surgical, obstetrical and pedi- 
atric nursing. ~ ; 
(3) Emphasis throughout the curriculum and in all services on mental aspects of nursing. 
(4) Instruction and experience in the acute communicable diseases as well as tuberculosis, 
syphilis, and gonorrhea. 
Instruction and experience are desirable in the following: 
(a) Outpatient clinics. 
(b) Psychiatric nursing. 
(c) Family health work. 
3. State Registration. 


4. Personal qualifications. 

(a) An interest in and ability to work with people. 
(b) Good physical health and emotional stability. 
{c) Initiative. 
(d) Good judgment. 
(e) Resourcefulness. 





B. For the nurse in an official or private agency working alone or without the guidance of a supervisor. 


DUTIES: 


Those in A. plus the following: To organize the nursing service; To work with lay and professional 
groups; To carry on the activities in such special services as school nursing and industrial nursing. 


PREPARATION: 
1. General Education—Same as A. 
2. Professional Education—Same as A. 
3. (a) Fundamental nursing education—Same as A. 
(b) Special preparation in public health nursing. 


(1) A program of study in public health nursing meeting the N.O.P.H.N. requirements and 
covering at least one academic year. 


(2) At least one year’s experience under qualified nursing supervison in a public health 
nursing service in which family health is emphasized. 


(3) State Registration. 
(4) Personal qualifications. 
Same as in A plus the ability to organize the nursing. 


I am seriously planning on 
taking a year’s course in this field of work in a university and this has helped me to understand better the 
requirements a nurse needs in this work. It has impressed upon me the great importance the Public 
Health plays in the United States. Its great work will always be remembered.
